Bow the Mountains Grew. 


Tho interesting question of the origin 


and rise of the mountain chains hajs been 
made the subject of more especial m* 
vcstigatioD. by French and American 
than by English geologists, 
Nearly 


half n century ago tfr lato Ehe ^Beau- 
mont gave to the world the result; of his 
rcaearchos, in his " Systome dos1 Mon- 
tagues " in which ho propounded an 
hypothesis that still receives very gen- 
eral acceptance on the continent, but 
wbioh, except in a' modified view, has 
found few supporters in this country. 


. Assuming fov our globe au outer solid 
crust with a central liquid mas?, this 
distinguished geologist showed that the 
carthTs incessantly losing some portion, 
of Its heat by radiation from its surface, 
and that this process of cooling,,which 
has boon going on ut a slow ratd worn 
the' earliest geological times, causes the, 
central mass to contraot and lessen in, 
volume. This lessening of the pcated, 
nucleus has led tho crust to <?°ntort 
itself in order to fit or adapt itself to 
tho diminished volume of the central 
nucleus, causing the crust to wrinkle or 
fold in great corrugations or to. tract- 
lire, anS tho fractufed edges to squeeze 
IIP In lines of mountain chains. 
Ho showed that.mountain chaios have, 


betiti formed at all geological periods, 
and that their relative ago could bo as- 
certained by dctevmining the agd of the 
tilted mountain strata, and the ;age of 
those .-strata which abut horizontally 
ao-ainst thoir base. For it is evident 
that the mountain range must have 
been elevated before tho deposition of 
the strata which lie horizontally at their 
base, and which nre unaffected by tho 
disturbance that threw up the mount- 
BizeB 


tiins. It follows, therclorc, that the 
mountain chain is older than the hori- 
zontal strata and newer than tho up- 
heaved strata. Thus the age of any 
mountain range is easily determined, 
relatively to the successive groups of 
strata forming the sedimentary series. 


El-e'do Beaumontfnrthor argued that 


ns tho crust of the earth must have be- 
come thicker by secular refrigeration it 
follows tImt tho crust was thmucr and 
loss strong at tho earlier period ot the 
earth's history than of tho later periods, 
mul, 
consequently, that the crumplmgs 


aud mountain chains, although more 
frequent, were not on so largo a scale m 
c'u-iv'-eolocical times as when the crust 
had'bceomo thicker and more rigid. 


Hut although there -is no doubt that 


some of tho oldest mountains are very 
insignilicant in height, wo have no 
means of knowing what their original 
altitude was or how much of their mass 
hns boon removed bv wear and denuda- 
tion. Some of tho hills in the neigh- 
borhood of St. Davis, in South Wales, 
sire neither majestic nor lofty, yet they 
are among the earliest of our mountain 
ranges. 
.... 
Or look, again, at a range ot miw 


of much later ttate, yet still very old, as 
for example, ut the Mcndipsm our own 
country, and tho Ardennes in Belgium, 
both portions of tho same mountain 
chain, iaise.1 before the formation ot 
our Oolitic hills of Bath and Chelten- 
ham or of the Lias dill* or Lymo 
Keo-i.s. It is possible that this range, 
winch is now of comparative insignili- 
cancc-in no caso attaininga height of 
2 000 feet in cither England or Belgium 
—formed at one time a lofty mountain 
chain. For, judging from the portions 
that are wanting and havo been re- 
moved from the Mendlps, it has been 
estimated that those hills may at ono 
tiiuo havo had an elevation of not less 
than 6,000 to 8,000 feet above tho plains 
of Somersetshire, while tho Belgian ge- 
ologists have shown that the Ardennes 
might have soared from 15,000 to 18,- 
000 feet above tho plains of Belgium. 
This chain, now so unimportant, may 
at one time havo vied with tho later 
formed Alps and Apennines in height 
and o-sandeur. How strange and stnk- 
ii picture our corner of Western Eu- 
rope must have presented to that early 
nnv when tho English Channel was not, 
nnd when a groat chain of mountains, 
possibly snow-capped, ranged from tho 
Momlips to Westphalia! Tho portions 
which remain arc, as it were, the worn- 
down stumps of this great mountain 
chain, the whole of the vast superm- 
cumb»nt mass having been removed by 
wcnr and denudation continued through 
lonn- geological times. And sneh has 
been ttio case in many other mountain 
reo-ions of our globe; on the one hand 
deformation being produced by subter- 
ranean forces, and on the other planing 
down and levelling by meteorological 
agencies—Good Words.

Of the women four were between 40 and 
60 years. The largest number, eighty, 
were bctwce n 20 and 25 years.

An unusual occurrence was tho ap- 


plication of George A. Hamilton for two 
licenses, which wore issued to him. His 
explanation was that, he being a Cath- 
olic and the lady to whom he is to be 
married a Protestant, and both desiring 
to have the marriage solemnized ac- 
cording to the laws, of the church to 
which they were members, he foundiit:

THE HffiStT GOVERNOR. 


Business Visit of Gen. Ogleeby to Deca- 


tur—Hale and fcearty fee Usual. 


Gen. R. J. Ogleuby, the Republican 


nominee for Governor of Illinois, who 
will be triumphantly elected next fall, 
came over from Lincoln last night, and 
was going about the streets ot hia old 
home to-day attending to business affairs 
and crossing palms and cracking jokes 
with his many old friends and neighbors/ 
The General is hale and hearty as usual, 
and is in royal good spirits. 


It is just two years ago to-day that the 


General and his family left Decotur for 
Lincoln, where they have a pleasant home 
and kind neighbors, but as the General 
remarked this morning, he would always 
consider Deoatur bis home, for here he 
lived continuously for 46 years. 


It was just 48 years ago yesterday 


(April 30) that the Oglesby family arrived 
in Decatur, driving down Water street in 
a wagon drawn by an ox team. Decatur 
was then (183C) a small town, but now it 
is a stirring, bustb'ng city of 14,000 in- 
habitants. 


Gen. Oglesby will return to Lincoln 


this evening, and lecture on " Egypt and 
the Holy Land " at Bloomington to-mor- 
row. 
He has one other similar engage- 


ment in Cumberland county, and he will 
quit then, as all his old engagements made 
months ago will be filled. About the 10th 
of the present month he will start for a 
two weeks' visit to Kentucky, accompa- 
nied by Mrs. Oglesby. 


Seriously Hurt. 


Mr. Oliver, a stlesman in the employ of 


the Singer Sewing Machine company, 
this city, met with a serious runaway 
accident near Imboden's meat market ot 
noon to-day. He was driving east on 
Wood street past the market when one of 
the single-trees dropped out ot place, 
causing the pole to fall to the ground. 
The team took fright at onee, whirled the 
light wagon about, ond threw Mr. Oliver 
out into the street. lu the fall one of the 
the muscles of the left leg below the knee 
was broken, and he was otherwise bruised 
seriously. The Drs. Chenoweth attended 
him. He will be unfit for navigation for 
several weeks. The team tore ahead with 
the wflffon, striking a buggy in front of 
Hamsuer's factory, and finally colliding 
with the lamp post at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick corner. Hero the horses tore them- 
selves from the rig, one going east on 
Wood, and the other south on Wnter-st. 


A Widow Swindled. 


Mrs. O. J. Dawkine, the milliner in tho 


north end of Central Block, is out 812.50 
by the disappearance of L. C. Thompson, 
tho bucket shop manager, and also the 
cost of a wooden partition worth about 
$8. Thompson rented his office space of 
Mrs. Dowkins, who thinks Thompson is u 
great scamp to thus euchre her out of so 
small a sum of money, particularly otter 
he often pretended to hove oceans of 
money, and at one time volunteered to 
place rent money to her credit in a bonk, 
but failed to do it. Mrs. Dowkins bos 
given up the money due her as lost, ond 
doesn't believe that Thompson will ever 
return.

Tne Museum. 


The opening of the " Royal Museum of j 


Anatomy" in the Garter building, west 
side of the old square, occurred last night, 
ond the room was visited by scores of 
people who have only words of praise for 
the meritorious exhibition of the various 
parts of the human body, male and fe- 
male, in health and disease. The collec- 
tion embraces 6,000 subjects in wax 
figures and plates which were orginally 
collected and arranged by Dr. Spinney 
in New York. Prof. R. F. Brown, the 
lecturer and manager, is. in charge of the 
museum, assisted by Mr. Cal. Towers. 
One of the specimens is the figure of a 
man in wax from Hamburg, Germany, 
showing the condition of the body in per- 
fect health. All the nerves, arteries, mus- 
cles and parts of the body are thus shown. 
Another figure is that of a woman. These 
with the large display of smaller speci- 
mens make np an instructive exhibition 
which will draw crowds every evening 
while the museum remains in the city. 
Only men and boys past 15 are admitted 
at 15 cents each. 


Decatur at Bement. 


Judge Cloyd, of Bement visited Deca- 


tur to-day on business. He stated that 
very soon Bement will have four licensed 
saloons. J. S. Campbell and James Mil- 
ligan, both of Decatur, have commenced 
putting up separate saloon buildings in 
the town and will begin dealing out 
liquor as soon as the village board fixes 
the amount of the high bcense money, 
which will be either 81,000 or $1,200. The 
Judge predicts that next year Benient 
will co prohibition by a big majority.

Deoatur. All the iron work is at the river 
ready to be placed in position. This 
bridge when complete will cost *o,bUU.7U.

He 
says he hod enough of the no-license sys- 
tem in Decatur in 1879 when he took in 
about 81500 in four months, but had to 
pay it all out to pay expenses in the 
courts.

About Good Seed Corn. 


Tlie Breeders Gazette gives tho follow- 


ing information in regard to seed corn, 
which may prove valuable toour farmers: 
In tenting seed corn, let it be remembered 
that because a kernel "sprouts" under fav- 
orable conditions is not conclusive evidence 
that it willeodoin cold ground. When there 
is reueon to fear that the vitality of the 
corn is weak, it may bo well to not plant 
until the ground is well warmed. "Plant- 
ing by the thermometer" may not be en- 
tirely sofe, but the soil should certainly 
be of good temperature if weak seed is to 
be planted early in the season.
